Now to prevent the ill Impreſſions, which may poſſibly be occaſion'd by 
the abovementioned Memorandum, and to reſtore this Incomparable Book tothe

II. Suppoſing it had all the pretended advantages, I ſhall produce ſuch 
proof againſt it, which, the Circumſtances of the Evidence conſidered, muſt be 
allowed an over Ballance to his Eord({hips; Atteſtation, 

I Fhere are bodthingd in the Advertiſement which render the Credit of it 
very queſtionable. For 1. It calis the Dake histhen Royal Highneſs, he Duke 
of Tork, which was no Court. Language in 1675 ; there being neither Reaſon 
nor Cuſtom for ſuch a length of DiſtinQtion at that time. Now its fomewhat 
unlikely, that a Perſon of Honor and a Courtier, eſpecially one of my late Lord 
Angleſey's Senle, ſhould be guilty of ſuch an Impropriety., 2. Weare informed 
by *the Advertiſement, that 1n the Written Coppy of the "E's Paomud 
There are ſome Corretlions and Alterations written with the late King Charles the 
firſt hjs own Hand; which is no contemptible Argument, it we had no other, 
that the King was the Authorz otherwiſe we {hall be art a loſs for the reaſon 
of his Majeſty's. Correcting the Manuſcript, and ſuffering it to paſs under tae 
Title of his own Compoſurc. 3, The making Biſhop Gaxdex the Author of 
this Book 15 another: diſadvantage to the credit of the Memorandam, tor the 
Stile., the Air, .and. Thought of Etxuy Bagmnua , 15 as different from the 
managethent of Biſhop Gaudex's writirgs, as tis pollible to imaginez But our 
of reſpect to the Biſhop's Memory, ſhall torbear to infiſt upon the Compariſon. 
Its likely theretore King Charles the Second and the then Duke, might tell 
the Jate Earl of Anghſey (which his Lordihip might pothbly forget) thar the 
Manuſcript was not King Charles the Firſt his Hand; but a Tranſcript of Dr. 
Gauden's writing, which as it agrees with martrer of Fact; ſo it gives a fair ac- 
count of the 4lteratiovs in the Copy , which the Memorandum grants were 
made by the King, | 

II. Suppoſing this Memorandum had all the pretended Advantages ; I ſhall 
now produce ſuch proot againſt it,whichthe Circumſtances of the Evidence con- 
ſidered, muſt be allowed an over ballance to his Lordſhips Artteſtation. 

1, We have the Letters Patents of King Charles the Second, dated Novem - 
ber the 29th. 1660. In which Richard Royſton of London, Bookſeller, has the 
ſole priviledge given him of Printing all the Works of King Charles the Firſt, 
amongſt which the Emor Pacman is mentioned, with a particular Charafter 
and Commendation. 

2. The ſame Priviledge for Reprinting the Works ofKing Charles the 
Firſt , is granted to the abovementiond Richard Royſton by his Pr. 
Majeſty King Fames the Second , as appears by his Majeſtics Letters 
dated February 22. 1683. Which grant reters expreſly to the firſt Edition 
Publiſh'd by Richard Royſton, in the year 1662, and in which his Majeſty 
declares that all the Werks of his Royal Father were Collefted and Publiſhed. 
Which former Imprethon , as I have already obſerv'd, makes particular men- 
tion of 'Emey Beomd, Now [ leave it to any unprejudiced Perſon to judge 
whether 'tis in the leaſt probable, that either of their Majeſties fhould tell the 
late Earl of Angleſey, that this excellent Book was written by Dr. Gauden, 
ſince they have both own'd it to be their Royal Father's in ſo publick a 
manner, ſo that to uſe the expreſfion of the Advertiſement, if the Declaration

of. my certain knowledge, I can depoſe; was truly His own, hav- 
1ng\ obſerved His Majeſty oftentimes writing His Royal Re- 
ſentments of the bold and infolent behaviour of His Souldr- 
ers ( His Rebellious Subjects) when they had Him in their cu- 
.tody. 1-waited on His Majeſty as Page of the Bed-chamber 
4n ordinary during all-the time of His Solitudes,/except when 
I was forced from Him). and eſpecially being nominated by 
His Majeſty to be one of His Servants, amongſt others, that 
ſhould attend Him |. during the Treaty at Newport in the Iſle 
of Wight ; had the happineſs to read the ſame oftentimes in 
"Manuſcript under His Majeſties own Hand , being plea- 
ſed. to leave it in the Window in His own Bed-chamber, 
where I was alwayes obliged to attend His Majeſtics: com- 
ing thither.” Bur 'the Treaty being ended in few dayes af- 
ter, the Souldiers with One to condudt them, by name 
Mr. Anthony Mildmay then Cup-bearer, came to the Bed- 
chamber,about it. of theclock in the:Night,and knocked at the 
door, and one Mr. Herbert, Mr. Kirk, and my ſelf having ſome 
hint of their intentions, were watching in an inward Room, 
and hearing the noiſe, went into His Majeſties Bed-chamber, 
and asked, who they were that durſt diſturb His Majeſty ar 
that unſeafonable time of the Night, who anſwered, they were 
ſent to tell the King, He mult rife and go with them. Weac- 
quainting His MaxRy with their defign, He was pleaſed to 
command us to tell them, He would go with them, bur ic 
was not His uſual hour to riſe fo ſoon, we again acquainted 
the Souldiers with His Majcſties anſwer. They inſtcad of 
' complying with his Majeſty, bid us cell Him, if He did not 
riſe preſently they muſt force Him tot * His Majeſty onely 
ſaid

faid, if F muſt, give me my Cloaths, and ſo He immediately 
aroſc. ( Here you may obſerve a mirrour of Patience in a di- 
ſtreſſed Prince ) During the time of His Majeſties making him- 
ſelt ready, be concern'd:himſelt only how co ſecure this Book 
of his, and a ſmall Cabiner, wherein he ſecured his Letters to 
his Queen, who was then beyond the Sea, and his Majeſty 
having procured a Paſs for me from the Governour that 1 
ſhould waic on him there ; He gave me 1n charge this ſaid Book 
and ſmall Cabinet, which I faichfully preſented to his Maje- 
ſties own hands that Night in Hurft-Caftle, But the Gover- 
nour, by what information 1s too tedious to inſert here at this 
time, and thercfore I omit it, did on the Saturday baniſh me 
out of the Caſtle. Cox. + 

I ſhould have ſent you a Relation which I had from Roy- 
flon , the Kings Printer, for the Printing the ſaid Book 
by his Majeſties eſpecial Command, brought to him by 
a Divine, but not to be * printed till atrer che Kings death, 
which he obſerved accordingly, for which Cromwel ſent for 
him to White-hall, not onely promiſing Rewards, but alſo 
threatning Puniſhment, if he would not deny, that he print. 
ed it by his Majeſties Order, -which he refuſing to do did im- 
priſon him for about a fortnight, bur ſceing he could nor 
work upon him; releaſed him ; which1s all at preſent from
